Freak Storm 
Hits South 
By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


Snow fell in such unlikely 


places as central Florida and 
south Georgia Thursday prompt. 
ing the Weather Bureau to cau- 
tion motorists to keep their eyes 
on the road and not the scenery. 


Although the weather was nor. 


malfor most of the South, snow 
flurries drifted over Lakeland 
and Orlando, Fla., and across 
south Georgia extending to the 
coast. 


The 3.5 inches at Savannah 


was the heaviest there since the 
Weather Bureau began keeping 
records in the 1870s. There were 
reports of accumulations of four 
inches at Savannah Beach and 
other coastal areas. 


Snow also was reported along 


a portion of the South Carolina 
coast. 


In Atlanta, mass confusion re. 


suited from a thin layer of ice 
and an accumulation of about 
'two inches of snow. Traffic was 
snarled throughout tne city, 


Light snow fell in Lakeland, 


Leesburg, Sanford, Orlando and 
other points in central Florida. 
With it came subtree zing weath. 
er that could cause millions of 
dollars damage to the state's 
citrus and vegetable crops. 


The temperature at Miami 


beach dropped to 51 degrees.

said the planning commission 
had screened and interviewed 
one applicant but still had one 
other man to interview. Rice 
stated he hoped the matter might 
be settled by next week after 
the commissioners also have an 
opportunity to review the quali- 
fications of the man recom- 
mended by planners. 


The chairman emphasized, 


however, that despite adver- 
tisements in trade magazines, 
no applications had been re- 
ceived from any "master plan- 
ners" since it appears there are 
few available. 
He added the 


county will probably appoint a 
man who, like Peterson when he 
first came to Warren, would, 
through additional experience, 
eventually be qualified and cate- 
gorized as a master planner. 
The services of a consultant 
firm would continue, according 
to Rice, to assist a new plan- 
ning director. 


The commissioners also met 


Tuesday morning with mem- 
bers of Warren Housing, Inc. to 
further discuss the property on 
Water street which was deeded 
to the latter by the outgoing 
board of commissioners last

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 


dent Johnson asked a reluctant 
Congress Thursday for $3 billion 
in new foreign aid funds, includ. 
ing $100 million immediately to 
strengthen South Korea's de. 
fense against the Communist 
North. 


Johnson's special Korean 


arms plea was about the only 
surprise in a foreign aid mes- 
sage which sought $2.9 billion 
for the global program next fis- 
cal year— $2.5 billion in econom. 
ic assistance and $420 million in 
military. 


The President declared the 


worldwide aid effort is "as im. 
portant and as essential to the 
security of this nation as our 
military defenses. "He contend, 
ed that fighting hunger, disease 
and illiteracy among the masses 
In underdeveloped lands curbs 
the causes of wars. 


But administration officials 


freely acknowledged omens of 
trouble 
again 
in 
Congress, 


which last year whacked nearly 
$1 billion from Johnson's $3.2. 
billion request. His new pro- 
gram is about $750 million more 
than was voted for the current 
fiscal year ending June 30. 


In the new package Johnson 


earmarked $480 million in eco- 
nomic assistance to fight "the 
other war" in South Vietnam. 
However, there was a hint amid 
concern over the recent Com. 
munist assaults on Vietnamese 
cities and the Korean crisis that 
the President may seek more 
foreign aid later. 


"Developments around the 


world are changing rapidly 
from day to day," White House 
assistant Joseph A. Calif ano Jr. 
told newsmen. "In light of this 
it may be necessary to request 
additional funds for Vietnam, 
Korea and other places." 


South Korean anxiety about 


U.S. policy has mounted near 
fever pitch in recent days. Seoul 


officials have complained that 
Washington seems more inter, 
ested in recovering the captured 
U.S. intelligence ship Pueblo 
and its crew from North Korea 
than in mounting North Korean 
intrusions into the South. 


Stating that "the internal 


peace and order of this stead, 
fast ally is once again threat, 
ened from the North," Johnson 
proposed "that Congress ap- 
propriate immediately an addi. 
-tional $100 million for military 
assistance to the Republic of 
Korea." 


The funds, to come out of cur. 


rent year appropriations, would 


be in addition to the present an- 
nual level of $150.$160 million in 
American arms aid to South Ko- 
rea. 


The additional money would 


be spent on airplanes, antialr- 
craft gear, naval radar, patrol 
craft, ammunition and other 
supplies. 


At the same time, Johnson in. 


dicated U.S. economic assist- 
ance to South Korea will be cut 
back in future years as the 
Asian ally becomes more able 
to sustain herself. He noted the 
Korean economy has grown 10 
per cent a year for the last 
three years.

SAIGON (AP) - The South 


Vietnamese government has al. 
lotted $5.08 million to Its Nation, 
al Recovery Committee to re. 
pair some of the damage 
wrought by the current Commu- 
nist offensive. This means a dis. 
ruption in the government's 
shaky plans to win over the na. 
tion's 17 million people. 


Part of the money will come 


from the U.S. government. But 
most of It will have to come 
from a paring down of current 
South Vietnamese 
programs 


such as the all. important pacifi. 
cation effort, U.S. officials say. 
They point out that the U.S. aid 
program already is stretched to 
the limit. 


The new program's financing 


represents about 25 per cent of 
planned nonmilitary expend!, 
tures by the government in 1968. 


The 
Communist 
offensive, 


which began Jan. 30, has 
brought major destruction to 
scores of South Vietnamese cit- 
ies and towns, meaning a drop 
in 1968 of expected tax income 
and a further strain on the gov. 


ernment's programs. 


The National Recovery Com. 


mittee, formed a few days after 
the Communist attacks began, 
is headed by Vice President 
Nguyen Cao Ky. It has held dai. 
ly meetings and its plans still 
are incomplete. 


Basically, however, it plans to 


strike first at the refugee prob- 
lem. The fighting has added 
300,000 refugees to the 700,000 
already living in temporary ref. 
ugee camps around the country. 
Abquthalf of the 300,000, howev. 
er, 'are expected to move back 
into their own homes as soon as 
the fighting ends.

government spokesman

Of the nearly 7 million who en- 


rolled in colleges last fall, more 
than 70 per cent are under 21 years 
of age, and thus will not be eligible 
to vote in the presidential election 
in November. How politically ma- 
ture are these students and how 
representative of their beliefs have 
been the militant demonstrations 
staged on campuses all over the 
country. 


New light may be thrown on the 


political attitudes of college stu- 
dents in the unusual straw vote that 
is to be held on college campuses 
throughout the country in April un- 
der the sponsorship of Time mag- 
azine. 
This straw vote has been 


called CHOICE 68, and the vote 


will take place on some 2,400 cam- 
puses. 
It is expected that over 5 


million students will cast ballots. 
The only test of voting eligibility 
will be enrollment in a college or 
university. 
There is no doubt that this event 


will give professional politicians 
some food for thought and may very 
well, for good or ill, have a bearing 
on policies and measures advocated 
by many present officeholders who 
must reckon with the college stu - 
dents who will soon become legal 
voters. CHOICE 68 may not elect 
a candidate officially, but unof - 
ficially, it will carry a lot of weight 
and should not be approached lightly 
by participating students.

WASHDJCTON-The Viet Cong 


offensive had scarcely begun 
last week when administration 
officials here announced that 
the enemy had taken a fierce 
beating. Though reports of the 
fighting were skimpy, detailed 
casualty 
counts were issued 


numbering the opposition dead 
at proportions running to 10 to 
13 times the casualties of the 
allied side. 


Many p e r - 
s o n s have 
un doubted- 
1 y wondered 
how the admin- 
istration was 
able to issue 
such rosy as- 
sessments so 
early in the 
battle. T h e 
e x p 1 a n a- 
t i o n lies in 
in the round-the-clock news- 
watching operation maintained 
by the office of optimistic prog- 
nosis, or OOP as it is more 
widely called. 


As its name suggests, OOP's 


mission is to win the war in 
the press and to keep it won 
there until the American mili- 
tary can figure out how to do it 
In Vietnam. "Thanks to our 
high-speed communications tie- 
in with Saigon, we can issue 
reports of a highly favorable 
kill ratio within minutes of the 
start of a military engagement 
anywhere in Vietnam," OOP's 
director, Jason O'Mason, ex- 
plained the other day. 


O*Mason's zealous prosecu- 


tion of the war has sometimes 
•put him in difficulty with his 
superiors. 
The White House 


itself recently ordered him to 
cut back on the enemy "body- 
count" statistics that have been 
flowing to the press. 
Someone in the Pentagon had 


added all the "body-count" fig- 
ures issued by OOP since early 
1965 and discovered that they 
totaled nearly three times the 
population of both Vietnams. A 
sharp memo was rocketed to 
O»Mason's desk. "You're plac. 
ing the President in danger of 
having to explain why, since we 
nave already killed everybody in 
Vietnam three times, we still 
need an army there," it said. 


Characteristically, OOP was 


fully prepared for last week's 
Viet Cong offensive. Within sev- 
en minutes of the first attacks in 
Saigon, the agency had issued 
one of its standard form an- 
nouncements stating, "we were 
fully prepared for it." 


Then, as independent news re- 


ports began suggesting that the 
preparations had actually been 
something less than full, OOP 
countered with the announce, 
ment that the attack proved the 
attackers were desperate. 


Since its earlier announce- 
ments had declared that the op- 
position was Incapable of mount- 
ing an attack on this scale, OOP 
pointed out, the decision to at- 
tack anyhow simply proved that 
its case was hopeless. 


Nothing infuriates O'Mason 
more than the occasional ac- 
cusation that his rosy assess- 
ments have no basis in fact. The 
truth is that they are based on 
the 
famous "captured docu- 


ments," with which every read- 
er of the war news is familiar. 
Beaten though he is, the enemy 
nevertheless spends a good deal 
of energy producing documents 
to be left lying around places 
the allied side is about to cap- 
ture. 
These documents, upon being 


captured, are shipped to Wash- 
ington where OOP's big staff of 
expert 
optimists interprets 


them to mean that the enemy's 


morale is cracking, its strength 
broken, and its strategy in ruin. 


OOP then issues one of its 


periodic "C.D.R." reports, as 
they are called at the agency. 
"C.D.R." stands for "Captured 
Documents Reveal," which is 
the way these reports invari- 
ably begin. 
What "Captured 


Documents Reveal," of course, 
is always that "the United States 
has finally turned the corner in 
Vietnam." 


We are all familiar, of course, 


with "turning the corner." The 
idea of creating a corner to turn 
was ©"Mason's own. In 1965 
he had a huge corner built in 
Washington and shipped to Sai- 
gon. There it was erected in a 
large room inside the Ameri- 
can Embassy. 


"People like to turn corners," 


O'Mason explained the other 
day. 
"The concept suggests 


change, progress, going places. 
When we have 
long periods 


when nothing seems to be chang- 
ing or progressing in Vietnam, 
we cable Saigon instructions to 
turn the corner, and they turn 
it on a set of cheap swivel cast- 
ers that we had installed for a 
song." 


Lately there has been some 


grumbling from U.S. Ambassa- 
dor Ellsworth Bunker about 
OOP's turnable corner. It has 
been turned so many times, he 
complained in a recent cable to 
the State Department, that the 
rollers have worn a huge un- 
sightly rut in the embassy floor. 


OOP is extremely unhappy 


about the ambassador's com- 
plaint. "We consider it very 
bad policy," O'Mason said the 
other day, "to have the word 
•rut' associated with anything 
American in Vietnam."

SEOUL-The United States probably hasn't 


heard the last of Kim II Sung, the fat-faced 
dictator of North Korea who plunged the world 
into a new crisis by seizing one of America's 
most secret and sensitive ships, the Pueblo. 


He is described in Intelligence reports here as 
a megalomaniac, obsessed with hatred of the 
USA. 
Those who have watched his behavior 


closely say he is frustrated over 
his inability to unify all Ko- 
rea under his rule. For this 
failure, of course, he blames 
the United States. 


This means he can be expect- 


ed to strike again- -when he de- 
cides he can get away with it. 
But like all megalomaniacs, he 
has shown a tendency to exag- 
gerate his importance and mis- 
calculate his power, His next 
blow, therefore, may again be 
dangerous, such as a second front across the 
38th parallel. It was to pick up information re- 
garding such a move that the USS Pueblo was 
hovering off the North Korean coast. 


Meanwhile, Kim has called upon his commu- 


nist allies around the world to strike blows at 
the United States, as part of his proposed world- 
wide strategy to split «sp American forces. 


"We must tie the United States up wherever 


it puts its feet," he appealed recently over 
Pyongyang radio, "so that it cannot move around 
freely." 
The most likely response would come from 


Cuba's Fidel Castro, who has developed a spe- 
cial bond with Kim DSung. The two comic-opera 
communist czars have become ideological soul 
mates. 
Inside the communist world, the North Korean- 


Cuban ties have become *s close as those that 
bind Red China and Albania. Kim and Castro 
are united by their common predicament, half a 
world apart. Both burn with revolutionary ar- 
dor, yet both have botched up the job of govern^ 
ing. 
Both are stimulated by the belligerent 


language of Peking, but both are hamstrung by 
economic agreements with Moscow. 


The strongest bond of all is their common 


hatred for the United States. 


Typically, Kim II Sung has given his people 


more propaganda than progress. He has tried 
to rally them behind what he likes to call his 
"Flying Horse" program for building a glorious 
nation. The Flying Horse is supposed to charge 
ahead at a faster pace than all others. Unhap- 
pily for the weary, overworked North Korean peo- 
pie, the Flying Horse has never made it past the 
first lap. 
The astonishing dimensions of his failure are 


described in an intelligence report made avail- 
able to this column. 
"Kim n Sting's economy," declares the report, 
"has declined dramatically over the last few 
years, primarily because of a drop in the growth 
of industrial production. 


"Meanwhile, Kim listing's agriculture product, 


ion could not take up the slack, was barely able 
to maintain its normal levels, and could not off- 
set the dramatic decline in industrial growth. 


"When one stops to realize that North Korea 


was bequeathed at the end of World War n al- 
most the entire industrial power base and indus- 
trial resources of the peninsula of Korea, one 
can get an idea of how dramatic Kim n Sting's 
failures have been. And when one realizes that 
the Republic of South Korea began its independ. 
ent life in 1946 with no industrial power and no 
proven Industrial resources, its performance 
over the last 20 years is a modern miracle. 


"As year after year went by," the Intelli- 


gence report continues, "Kim U Sung was faced 
by a tremendous loss of face as the Republic of 
South Korea began to catch up and, in some ways, 
to surpass it. Kim U Sling's remedy for his 
failures has been to tighten his police controls 
over every aspect of life in North Korea." 


The report cites Kim's loss of face at home 


as probably the chief reason for his belligerent 
breast-beating on the international stage: 


"There is clear evidence that Kim U Sung is 


playing the old game of dictators who are sore- 
ly pressed at home by economic and political 
difficulties which they have proven incapable of 
solving." 


Not long ago, according to UA intelligence, 


Kim purged the moderates from his govern- 
ment and installed a hard-headed military group 
in power. It is a coincidence worth mentioning 
that Castro has now concluded a similar purge. 


Like Castro, Kim also has a militant younger 
brother, Kim Yong Chu, who was put in charge 
of the purge. First to be ousted were the No. 4 
and No. 5 men in the North Korean govern- 
ment, Park Kum Choi and Lee Hyo Sun, who 
had been guiding the communist campaign against 
South Korea. 


The names are meaningless to most Ameri- 


cans, but their ouster no doubt was the prelude 
to the seizure of the Pueblo. They had not been 
militant enough to suit other firebrands in Pyong- 
yang. Their successors are now taking risks 
that could touch off still new explosions. 


The Intelligence reports pretty well agree that 


Kim U Sung, after warning U.S. spy ships to 
stay out of his waters, got carried away by his 
own hysteria-and seized the Pueblo as a "target 
of opportunity." The evidence is convincing that 
he consulted neither Moscow nor Peking. 


The Russians, whose own spy ships could be 


jeopardized by the move, reportedly were aghast 
at his impudence but amused at America's dis- 
comfort. No doubt they would have used their 
influence in Pyongyang to seek the ship's re- 
turn, except that Washington made the mistake 
of publicising its appeal to Moscow. Once the 
spotlight was on them, the Russians couldn't at- 
ford to be pictured as helping the United States. 


It is also uncertain how much influence the 


Kremlin wields with the erratic Kim IISung. The 
son of a Korean schoolmaster, he was trained by 
the Russians and rose to the rank of captain 
in the Soviet army. But as the panjandrum of 
Pyongyang he has been unpredictable.

91 of the Council of Economic 
Advisers' annual report, re- 
leased last week. The points 
made should reassure those of 
you who fear there would be a 
sharp slash in today's $25 bil- 
lion a year spending in South- 
east Asia and a resulting slump 
in our economy. 


Of course, it would be non- 


sense to pretend that substan- 
tial cutbacks in war spending 
would not raise problems; they 
would. Moreover, as the CEA 
says, "the reconversion pro- 
cess will be complicated by the 
uneven impact of the current 
defense effort upon various in- 
dustries, geographical areas, 
and types of manpower." 


Against this background, a 


first key point made by the 
CEA is that after hostilities 
end it would take a full 18 
months to reduce defense out- 
lays to the level prevailing in 
1963-65-"as rapid a phasing 
down as could be reasonably ex- 
pected on the basis of past ex- 
perience." The 1963-65 level is 
"only an assumption, not a 
statement of policy or a pre- 
diction," cautions the CEA, but 
the council surely wouldn't 
make this "assumption" unless 
it believed it was valid. So let 
us accept the assumption as a 
high-level prediction. 


In this stretched out 18-month 


period, the armed forces might 
be reduced by 900,000 to 2,600,- 
000 and defense spending might 
be cut by $15 billion. 


A quarter to a third of thedis- 


charged veterans would go back 
to school. Since our job markets 
currently absorb about 1,500,- 
000 new job seekers a year, an 
additional 400,000 a year for a 
while "should not pose an in- 
superable problem if total de- 
mand is strong." As for the $15 
billion reduction in defense out- 
lays over the 18 months, "the 
freed resources would become 
available for civilian 
use." 


Also, how big the cutback would 
be would depend on "the nature 
of the peace arrangement" and 
other "many dimensions." 


Now, how to keep the economy 


strong? 


Immediately required would 


be tax reductions which, esti- 
mates the CEA, might total 
more than $30 billion over the 
18 months.

hearts and East put up the 
queen, dislodging declarer's 
king. The club finesse was 
taken next and East was in 
with the king. The heart 
continuation was ducked and 
then West led a third round to 
clear the suit. 


The dummy's clubs were 


run, on which West discarded 
a spade and a diamond. Inas- 
much as South had only eight 
tricks available— four clubs, 
two hearts and one in each of 
the other suits, he led the 
queen of diamonds for a fi- 
nesse. 


West won the trick with the 


king and cashed out his 
hearts to defeat the contract. 


South was admittedly the 


victim of bad luck in finding 
both kings offside; however, 
he could have taken steps to 
avert misfortune by planning 
his sequence of plays ahead 
of time.

STRESS INCONTINENCE 


Incontinence is involuntary loss of bladder control 


with leakage of urine. It is more common in women 
and the type caused by stress usually is the result of 
childbirth injuries. The muscles and other pelvic Us. 
sues have stretched to such an extent that the opening 
to the bladder no longer is secure. 
Stress incontinence is loss of urinary control whenever 
intra-abdoniinal pressure is increased such as when 
coughing, laughing, or sneezing, ft is more likely to 
occur among obese women and may be more noticeable 
when lifting or wearing a tight girdle. 


Incontinence may be persistent or transient. Some 


are bothered only during menstruation. Now and then 
it develops after the menopause when the tissues tend 
to atrophy or shrink. When the leakage is mild, it is 
easily controled with a pad. 


Systematic pelvic muscle exercises help some suffer, 


ers. 
The muscles of the pelvic floor are contracted 80 


to 100 times a day. The effectiveness of the exercise is 
tested by trying to check the flow of the urine suddenly 
while voiding. Electrical stimulation of the pelvic mus- 
cles has also been used with some success. But surgery 
is necessary when the condition is marked and not 
improved by exercise. Estrogen hormones are useful 
when incontinence develops after the change of life. 


Infection of the bladder opening is a common cause 


of incontinence. 
Interference with the nerve supply 


to the organ also leads to the disturbance. In some 
instances, the bladder does not empty properly and the 
overflow escapes after the organ is fuU.
